SAVED LINCOLN S LIFE. 

An Old Kentucky Gentle- 
man to Whom tho 
Nation Is Indebt- 
ed. 

Austin Oollahcr, a playmate of 
J Abraham Lincoln, is 80 years old to- 
day. He lives with his son, Thomas 
I Gollaher, on the top of Muldraugh’s 
llill, three miles south of Ilodgeu- 
' [ ville and the many friends ol the old 
gentleman are helping him celebrate 
1 the important event in royal style. 
Gollaher himself, however, is not per- 
mitted to enter very largely into the 
festivities ol the occasion, owingto an 
1 unusually severe attack of rheumatism, 

! from which he has been a sufferer for 
years, and which of late is giving him 
more than ordinary trouble. His 
spirits are not impaired by bis ail- 
ment, though, and he promised yes- 
terday, when interviewed, to "hit his 
lick with the balance of ’em.’’ For 
an old man Gollaher is suiprisingly 
; lively in his conversation, due, doubt- 
less, to the fact that he seldom has a 
chance to see a person from the out 
i side world, and is compelled to make 
I up for lost time when such an opjior- 
tunity occurs. 

Gollaher was older than the mar- 
tyred President, and consequently 
remembers many circumstances of 
their boyhood days. His conversation, 
however, is rather barren ol details, 
and from some of his stories it is sur- 
mised that he has somewhat confused 
what really happened with what he 
has heard. There is nodisputing the 
lact, though, that he was Lincoln's 
playmate, aud even the historians 
have given him brief credit for that 
honor, but he is practically unknown 
as the one-time savior of the youth- 
ful Lincoln’s life. In Nicholay and 
Hay's life of Lincoln short mention is 
made of Gollaher, and the fact of his 
service to the subject of their work is 
dismissed summarily and not entirely 
without a suspicion of doubt. 

Goliahcr's piesent home with his 
son is within a dozen miles ol where 
the rescue of Lincoln is credited with 
having taken place. In allthe life of 
the old gentleman he has never for 
more than a lew weeks at a time been 
outside oi his native country. The 
house is a commonplace affair ot rough 
clapboards, surrounded by a tin box. 
The first greeting is from the dogs; 
then, at the door, you will likely meet 
the old gentleman^ hobbling on his 

1 crutches, with a broad-brimmed hat 
pulled low to protect his failing eyes, 
and a hearty welcome in his face. He 
is dressed in heavy woolen garments, 
rough, but comfortable. His first 
thought is to invite you to a seat. 
Like yourself, he is anxious to talk of 
Lincoln. Alter half an hour's listen- 
ing to him jou arc apt to be disap- 
pointed aud conclude that after all he 
hasn't very much to say. Speaking 
of former visitors he said yesterday: 
“Yes, I am known somewhat all over 
the United States. Men come from 
away off to here me talk of Abe Lin- 
coln. Years ago a man came here 
from New York, getting up a history, 
and wanted to know what I could tell 
him of Lincoln. He sent me one of 
them, but it had a lot of things in it 
that wasn’t so. 

“It was in 1812 that my lather set- 
tled near the Linkhorn .(Lincoln) farm, 
and in a few days Abe and his mother 
come over to see mother an’ me. Abe 
| seemed sullen, and at the first rneet- 
| iug I didn't have much to say to him. 

I I wasn't taken with his appearance. 

I After mother an' me went over to see 
I them, though, we weretogether quite 
I often, and we got to be great friends. 
Abe was three years younger than me, 
an' I had tolook after him somewhat. 
We played all over the hills ' down on 
South Fork, and when school took up 
there went school together. Next 
year we went to the school over on 
the other side of the creek, but it 
wasn't no use (or me to try to keep 
up with Abe. He was great at lara- 
in, and ciphered out and read every- 
thing he could find. Down in the 
creek bottoms there was lots of iron 
weeds, an’ Abe d gather them to pile 
on the fire at night to make light for 
him to study by.” 

“Well, did you not save his life at 
one time? How was that?" 

“Yes, yes, "and his face brightened. 
“It was when he was fish in' one day. 
1 The creek was high, an’ we had to 
coon crost on a log and Abe fell off. 

[ Abe wasn't much of a swimmer, an’ 
1 got a sycamore limb and pulled

him out “ 

• How old was Mr. Lincoln then?” 

“ 'Bout 9. The histories all say 
Abe wns only 7 yenrs old when lie 
left for Indinny, hut he must have 
been about 9 They wasn't there, 
though, and of course can’t be ex- 
pected to get everything right,”

vout Christian, and holds his mem- 
bership in a small Baptist church on 
the I/>uisville and Nashville road, 
about a mile beyond his home. He 
has not visited the church since the 
cold weather began last fall, but still 
hopes to see it in its completed stite 
in the spring.

Frankfort, Ky., April 23." 

What Paris was to France in the 
Napoleonic epoch, Frankfort is to Ken- 
tucky in this hour of disturbed politi- 
cal excitement, or popular revulsion. 
Every whisper of Democratic discon- 
tent that cernes from the rugged slopes 
of Harlan and Floyd — every cry for 
relief that comes with the wind along 
the "pennyrile" fields of Barren and 
Warren; every earnest invocation for 
new men and new measures, that 
wells up from the hearts of the long 
suffering residents of the "Purchase," 
finds its echo within the circles of tbe 
Capitol hills. 

Here politicians gather and plot 
and plan. Here the candidates drop 
iu for a bit to learn how the tide goes. 
And here you are likely to gather rich 
morsels of news that tell of iuternal 
struggles and perturbed hopes. 

When Bradley gets to he Governor, 
as the indications now seems to point 
tbe way, it is likely Frankfort will be 
the center of Republican conference 
as it is now of Democratic. 

Some Democrats are now complain- 
ing that the pointer your correspond- 
ent gave about the deathly sleep of 
the Bowen-Jones case are not histori- 
cally accurate in every respect, and 
they avow a readiness to “put us on" 
to facts even more sensational than 
those at which we hinted. Under a 
Democratic regime, where any hint of 
dark doings was taken as treachery, 
and the culprit at once politically 
hanged, it has heretofore been difficult 
to plow up the exact tacts. 

But the prospects oi a new order of 
things has produced a change and 
men no longer fear to tell the truth. 
Headly has given lots of backbone to 
honest men who have heretofore been 
backward in exposing evil for fear of 
hurting the party. It is a sign of re- 
form and good government that prom- 
ises well to the upright citizens and 
the tax-payer. 

Your correspondent is reliably in- 
formed that the Jones-Bowen case did 
not get quite as far as the Court of 
Appeals, but went off the docket in a 
hurry aud the papers are mUsing irom 
the County Clerk's Office. Aud dark 
and damning things are said about 
the proceedings in the case that are 
enough to make the hair curl with 
excitement, and give a feverish thirst 
for more knowledge. We are plowing 
the soil around where those pspers 
are said to be lost, and likely enough, 
before long, we may gather relics of 
the past that may well pay for the la- 
bor expended. 

Democracy is convulsed about the 
money question. It is scarce, you 
know, and Blackburn is telling how 
to get more ol it, get it by the bushel. 
But the Louisville press don't drive 
in Blackburn's tally-ho, and declare 
him .a ouisance and a fraud. Tbe 
contest is waxing and before long the 
prairies will be on fire and the woods 
a'burning. 

Even a touch ol excitement has 
leached up into Woodford county and 
invested the Republicans that instruct- 
ed for Bradley for Governor and for 
Smith for Secretary of SUte. They 
put down a plank lor the single gold 
standard. This was during the de- 
fiant. 

Our opinion, diferentially express- 
ed, is that the Republican Conven- 
tion will reaffirm the last national 
platform iu lavor of sound currency 
aud houeat money.— [Faul, in Repub- 
lican Bunnei.

At the thirty-fifth annual meeting 
of the Association of Chambers of 
Commerce of the United Kingdom, 
which was held from March 12 to 
March the 14, Sir Albert K. Rollit, 
piesident, said: 

American Tariff Reform has (not- 
withstanding the adverse influence of 
the resurrection of the silverquestion) 
so far stimulated our export of cotton 
goods as to have doubled their value 
in February as against January, to 
have increased the quantity from 
eleven to eighteen million yards dur- 
ing 1895 as against the correspond- 
ing period of 1894, and to have made 
this year’s shipments exceed those of 
two years ago in both quantity and 
value. Similarly there have been 
larger linen shipments to the State 
for both the last month and the two 
months of the present year, while in 
woolen the advance in values has 
been three times and in worsteds four 
times more than in 1894. and in quan- 
tity quite 400 per cent. So, too, the 
same beneficial influence has made 
itself in great increases during both 
the month and year and in both quan- 
tity and values of our consignments 
to America of cutlery, rails and iron 
and steel goods generally, and more 
especially of tin plates, as also in 
earthenware and china, and, to the ex- 
tent of 6ao per cent., in shipments of 
raw wool

Frederick R. Coudert, who is rec- 
ognized as leading in practice of in- 
ternational law in this country, and 
whose services as counsel to the 
Behring Sea Arbitration Commission 
brought him prominently before two 
continents, was seen recently. 

When asked for his view of report 
that force would be used to compel 
Nicaragua to accede to Great Britain's 
demnud, Mr. Coudert said: 

• If I were an enemy’ to Great Bri- 
tain I would be glad if ahe did. Our 
people don’t want bombardment by 
oreign people on this continent. 
Whether it is against the Mouroe 
doctrine or not, the American |eop1e 
have a strong feeling on that sub- 
ject 

"They don’t like to see a big ra- 
tion bullying a tittle one, even if the 
big nation is the United States and 
the little one Chili. 

'•In the next place, these small re- 
publics on this continent belong to 
one family, if not by blood, at least 
by proximity, by points of contract 
and by sympathy with the example 
of free government which we have 
set. It. would seem to be a wiser pol- 
icy for Great Britain to get through 
with Egypt before starting with Nic- 
aragua. She is arousing the resent- 
ment of one great nation in Europe, 
and it may not be prudent for her to 
inflame the prejudices, if you choose 
to call them so, of the great nation of 
the Western Hemisphere. 

"Bombarding helpless towns is at 
best brutal and expensive. It may 
turn out that the expense may be 
greater to Great Britain than to Nic- 
aragua. 

"The most painful part of it is that 
so great a Government should delib- 
erately take a step backward. The 
whole sentiment of the world is 
against a settlement of disputes by 
the old lashioned way of war, and ar- 
bitration is growing to be the hope 
of the civilization. 

“As the century closes, I cannot 
help tniuking that this coercion on 
the part of a powerful nation against 
a weak one, which might result in 
war, is worse than a blunder — it is a 
crime — [Louisville Post.
